Justice Brandels Announces
Supreme Court's Declslon
Against Inland Cities.

INJUNCTION 18 DISSOLVED

182 Towns Lose the Fight In-
volving Long and Short
Haul Problem.

Wasninoron, Dec. 4. —Inland cltles of
the Pacific slope lost thelr Aght In the
Supreme Court to-day against an order
of the Interstate Commerce Comminsion
grasting lower transcentinental rallroad
froight rates to Ban Frincisco, Oakland,
portland, Beattle and other coast citles.

Ansociate Justice Brandels announced
the unanimous decision of the court
dissolving &n Injunction against en-
forcement of Lhe order secured ln the
Californla Federal Court by the Inland
¢liias, which contended they were en-
titled to classification as cosst termi-
nals, and that water (ransportation
through the Panama Canal. the basls of
the lawer rates to the coast, had ceased.
The cities and towns affected’ number
152, incloding Sscramento, Stockton,
Ban Jose and Bania Clara.

The decision sustained the contentions
of the Government, the commission and 1
the railroads In an appeal from the
action of the lower court.
